THE EPISCOPALIANS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New Yorx, Oct. 22.—Fo-day, after eight days 
passed with closed doors in the consideration of 
the qualifications of Prof. G. E. Seymour, Bishop- 
elect of [linois, the House of Deputics of the 
Protestant Episcopal General Convention de- 
cided nos’ to contirm his election. The vote, by 
orders after discussion, which has no precedent 
in point of time in the annals of the Church, re- 
sulted tn a constitutional majority of both cler- 
ical and lay delegations against him. This re- 
sult is regarded as a 
SEVISRE BLOW AGAINST EXTREME RITUALISM. 
When the session was opened, there were 
manifested among delegates and interested at- 
tendants strong hopes thatthe day might end 
the long discussion upon the confirmation of the 
Bbishop-elect of Llinois, but as many were 
desirous of speaking, it was apprehended that 
decision might be delayed many days, despite 
the resolution of Waalnesday, ordering a vote at 
S$ p. m. Immediately upon the close of 
the religious exercises, the House of 
Delegates went into secret session, and until it 
was ascertained, about3p.m., thata vote was 
being taken, no information could be obtained 
of what had occurred. It was stated that a 
MASS OF DOCUMENTS AGAINST PROF. SEYMOUR 
had been brought in, but that every charge had 
been refuted, and hence his stock was rising. 
Another statement was that Prof. Seymour 
had demanded to be heard, and that an op- 
portumty had been refused. One cierical 
delegate said that the partisan feelirg had been 
very high. A lay delesate was of the opinion 
that a great many, with the true interest of the 
Churvrh at beart, felt themselves obliged to con- 
sider the infinence of the many statements apart 
from tbeir truth as interfering with his duties. 
Soon aficr 83 p.m. the door by which the dele- 
gates generaliv enter the body of the Church 
waa locked inside, aniingress or egress forbid- 
den forthe time.

injunction of secrecy was removed from the en- 
tire secret proceedings, upon motion of the Rev.

After lunch time, when the House again re- 
sumed its sitting, Judge L. B. Otis summed up 
the arguments in favor of the confirmation, and 
spoke very eloquently in favor of Prof. Bey- 
mour. As soon as bis plea was finished, prayer 
was offered by the President, and a few minutes 
were spent in private devotion by all 
the members. Then the formal resolution 
upon. which they were acting, that Prof. Sey- 
mour be confirmed as Bishop of Llinois, was 
read. The Rev. Dr. Perry, as Secretary, then 
began calling the dioceses by orders, first the 
clerical and then the lay delegates. 

When the meeting was adjourned, the dele- 
gates quickly and quietly dispersed. 

THE VOTE. 

The President announced the report as fol- 
lows: 

Clerical vote—-Number of dioceses voting, 41; 
in favor, 19; against, 10; divided, 12; majority 
against, 3. 

Lay vole—Number of dioceses voting, 41; m 
favor, 13; against, 18; divided, 9; majority 
against, 14 

It wiil be understcod that the dioceses which 
are divided are counted with those voting in the 
negative. In order to confirm the election a 
concurrence of both orders would have been 
necessary. Even had one order voted in the af- 
firmative and the other in the negative, it would 
have been against confirmation. Here both or- 
ders concurred im the negative, a result totally 
unlooked for by Prof. Seymour's supporters.

OUTILINES OF THE DEBATE, 

Ritnalism has been on trial rather than Prof. 
Sevmour. Every effort has been made to ascer- 
tain Prof. Seymour's views im regard to ritualistic 
practices, and the debate has turned on a doctrinal 
nivot. No question of the moral fitness of the 
candidate has; entered into the discussion, as 
was at first sypposed. There has been an ear- 
nest desire to find ont the truth, and in the 
esearch Cocuments, letters, pamphlets, persoval 
knowledge, with much irrelevant and unnecessary 
rossid, have been carefully considered. A great 
deal of. outside influence has been. brought to 
bear r.pon the Convention, and in this way, it is 
asserted, much of the documentary evidence has 
been provided. With all this earnestness, the 
proceedings have been characterized by great 
courtesy and dignity. The Rev. Dr. John Fulton, 
of Alabama, may be said to have been the leader 
of the supporters, and the Rey. Dr. Edward Sul- 
livan of the opponents of the Bishop-elect. 
Nearlv one-fourth of the members have been 
heard. Among those most prominent were the

LETTER TO BISHOP COXE, 

read by Dr. Sheffey, of Virginia, on Wednes- 
day, and confirmed yesterday by a paper 
real by William Welsh, of hila- 
delphia. The letter was written more 
than a year since by the Rev. Samuel Buel, Pro- 
fessor in the New York Theological Seminary, 
showing that Prof. Seymour had allowed Father 
Grafton, a Ritualist of Boston, to have access to 
the students in the Seminary. 

Another paper, which was obtained almost by 
accident, was an address by Prof. Buel to 
students, warning them against the teachings of 
Father Grafton. Another charge made was, 
that he aided in the introduction into the deacon- 
ate of a young man who had expressed in his 6s- 
say extreme doctrines with regard to the real 
vresence in the Eucharist. 


AMONG THE DOCUMENTS 

which have been distributed was a circular of 
the Confraternity of the Blessed Sacrament, 
marked ‘‘Contfidential,” for September, 1874. 
Tnis was a record of special interceasion for each 
day of the month, with the form of prayer. 
Another was the ‘‘Worship of 
Body,” a ceremonial for the 
giviug directions for bowing 
witar,” the ‘‘ sign of the cross,’’ kneeling, stand- 
ing and genuflexions at the times, and in 
the proper manner. Supporters of Prof. Sey- 
mour were much displeased with the introduc- 
tion of these, as also with the tactics of 
the opposition. They claim that all the 
objections to Prof. Seymour were not presented 
in bulk, so as to allow an answer tobe made, but 
as fast as one was controverted another was 
brought in; that the letter produced by Dr. 
Sheffey, was not read until just before 
the vote was to have been taken on 
Wednesday, although it had been in his

Up to yesterday morning, even in the Conven- 
tion, Prof. Seymour's prospects looked very 
bright, but when the letters and papers men- 
tioned had been read there was a change. 
Judge Otis, before summing up in the 
afternoon, is said to have announced, 
in order to induce delegates to vote 
for the candidate, that the Committee on 
Canons had nearly completed a canon which, if 
adopted, would restrain all excesses in Ritual- 
ism. 


ALL PROFESS SORROW 

that the rejection of the Bishop-elect has been 
necessary. Whether it will react upon him in 
his osition in the Seminary is not 
yet nown. The House of Bishops 
is thus relieved from consideration 
of the question. The [Illinois Diocese will be 
obliged to call another Convention, but their 
next candidate will come before the various 
standing committees, and not before a Conven- 
tion.

MESSAGES FROM THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 

During the morning session the following mes- 
sage was received from the House of Bishops 
announcing the adoption of the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, the House of Deputies concurring, That 
the following amendment of the Coustitution be pro- 
posed in this General Convention and made known to 
the several Diocesan Conventions, viz.: That the 
sixth article of the Constitution be amended by the 
addition of the following clanee: ‘‘ Appeal from the 
judgment of the Diosesan Court may be provided for 
by the General Convention.” 

The following message was also received: 

{Message No. 34.) 

The House of Bishops informs the House of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies that it bas adopted the following 
resolution : 

WaeErras, The Diocese of Texas, by constitutional 
action of the Bishop apd Convention; has, for urgent 
and sufficient reasons, declared. a desire to establish 
the northern and western limits on the northern lines 
of Lampasses, Coryelle, MacClelland, Limestone, 
Freeston, Anderson, Smith, Gregg, and Marion Coun- 
ties, and on the weetern lines of Matagorda, portion 
of Colorado, Fayette, Bastrop, Travise, Burnett, and 
Lampasses Counties ; and, 

Wuerxas, This Convention is sufficiently assured of 
the conser™ of the parishes lyi northwest of the 
aforesaid limitsto the pr limitations of the 
Diocese; therefore. 

Resolved, The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies 
concurring, this General Convention hereby signifies 
its consent aud agreement to the limitation of the 
Diocese of Texas as hereinbefore described, and that 
s0 much and no more of the State of Texas as lics 
within the aforesald limits is to be hereafter regarded 
and known as the Diocese of Texas, 

Tbe former message was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons, but no action was taken upon 
the latter. 

LETTER FROM BISHOP-ELECT SEYMOUR. 

During morning session a letter was read from 
Bishop-elect Seymour, is which he said this in- 
vestigation had developed charges agaiust him, 
the circumstances of which were known only to 
himself and others not members of the Conven- 
tion. They could only be disproved by himself 
and them. and he asked permission to speak be- 
fore the House. He deprecates the idea that he 
ever sought to be elevated to the episcopate. 

It was decided that this letter should not be 
accepted, and permission to speak before the 
house was not granted. 

THe VOTE. 

At 4 o'clock the vote on Dr. Seymour's con- 
firmation was taken, the doors leading to the 
House being Jocked and guarded. The vote was 
taken by dioceses, and Dr. Seymour was not con- 
firmed. In the cierical vote, 41 dioceses were 
represented, resulting as follows: ayes, 19 ; noes, 
10: divided, 12: the latter being counted as 
negative. Inthe lay vote, there were but 40 
dioceses represented. the deiegates from Arkan- 
eas being absent. Result: Ayes, 13; noes, 18, 
divided, 9. ase 

By the Constitution of the House, it is neces- 
sary that a candidate for a Bishopric receive a 
majority vote of the dioceses represented in con- 
vention.

A CLEaN MAJORITY IN HIS FAVOR. 
It was only the peculiar mode of voting by dio- 
ceses and orders that secured defeat. 

A letter read té6 the House on Wednesday by 
the Bishop of Western New York did Dr. Sey- 
mour great injustice, and a searthing investiga- 
tion will be at once made, which, itis expected, 
will fully vindicate Dr. Seymour, and piace him 
still higher in popular favor. 

PRESS COMMENT. 

One of the New York papers says: ‘ Aftera 
discussion of eight days, a discussion the most 
extcaordinary inthe history of the American 
Church, not one charge against bim was sus- 
taiued. He was found to be both sound in doo- 
trine and pure im lite. The Diocese of Llinois 
will probably re-elect him in two or three 
months, and then his case will go 
before the Bishops and standing committees, 
in whose hands he is sure of confirmetion. The 
refusal on the part of the House to hear him in 
hie own defense increases the sympathy felt for 
him. A letter of undiminished love and confi- 
dence in Dr. Seymour is now being signed, and 
it wiil receive a majority of the signatures of the 
Bishops, clergy, and laity. Itis a matter of pe- 
culiar interest that the delegation of Western 
New York voted for him, notwithstanding the 
opposition of Bishop Cox. The cierical of Iowa 
was for him, andit is known that the majority 
of the Bishops are in his favor.”

THE SYNOD OF ILLINOIS NORTH. 
MORNING SESSION. 

The Presbyterian Synod reassembied at 9 
o’clock yesterday morning, the Rev. Mr. Wilson, 
Moderator, presiding. 

The Rev. Dr. Frome said that, as he had to 
defend Prof. Swing, he would wish to have the 
Rev. Dr. Elliott, Professor of Biblical Literature 
in the University of the Northwest, appointed to 
assist him in his labors. This would be abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The request was acceded to. 

THE REV. DR. ELLIOT 

said he had been Prof. Swing’s instructor in logie 
at the Oxford, Ohio, University, which might 
account for the opaquity of the Profess- 
er’s theological views. [Laughter.] He did 
not, however, agree with the verdict rendered 
by the Chicago Presbytery, and, had be been of 
that body, he would have voted with the mi- 
nority. He was rather astonisbed that some 
of the people who had been londest in defense 
of Mr. Swivg were not then ready to defend 
him. To say the least of the matter, it was sin- 
gular. 

The Rey. Mr. Ely said that a report in one of 
the morning papers stating that he declined the 
defease of Prof. Swing for personal reasons 
was incorrect. He had none but the kindliest 
feelings to the Professor. 

Becretary Smith then proceeded te read the 
remnant of the yoluminos record. 

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION 
was then introduced, voted upon, and declared 
adopted : 

Resoived, That in the appeal case of Patton vs. 
Swing, only so much of the documentary evidence be 
read as was actually read before the Presbytery of 
Chicago, but the counsel for Prof. Swing may use 
such parts of the printed sermons as they may desire. 

The Moderator announced that the evidence 
was in, and the Synod took the noon recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Moderator, on calling the Synod te order, 
remarked that he was in error in stating that all 
the evidence wes in. There still remained sev- 
eral extracts fram the sermons of Prof. Swirg, 
which had been before the Presbytery, and were, 
therefore, in o for reading before the Synod. 

The Secretary about to read the matter 
alluded to, when the Rev. J. H. Moore interposed 
to say that the resolution passed in the morn- 
ing had disposed of those extracts, and that, 
therefore, there was po necessity for reading 
them. ‘Too much time would be consumed. 

The extracts read by counsel were not really 
evidence, and should not be so accepted. 

The Moderatar—Let the Stated Clerk of the 
Chicago Presbytery mform the Synod on the 
matter. 

The Stated Glerk—the Rev. Mr. Johnson— 
said that the arguments of counsel were not con- 
sidered evidences by the Presbytery, and were ex- 
cluded by a vote of that body.

Mr. McLeod to read again from the pub- 
lished sermons, commencing at page 26, where 
the Professor elucidated his views on Scriptural 
matters. There were many other sermons bear-

The Rev. Mr. McLeod read the passages indi- 
cated, which consnmed quite a long time. 

The Rev. Dr. Elliott said that he, too, had his 
own peculiar ideas on the Scriptures. He be- 
lie that Jesus Christ was human and Divine— 
holding equal parts of both natures. He be- 
lieved, also, that the Scriptures were part of 
Divine inspiration, and part of human 
kleas. Perhaps they might consider this 
unsound. ([Laughter.] Relative to the 
09th Psalm, which Prof. Sm rejected 
in its Divine sense, he treated it with no more 
irreverence than did the Rev. Dr. Watts, who, 
he believed, was considered quite orthodox. In 
regard to the other charges, the whole toue of 
Prof. Swing’s sermons showed, as he had previ- 
ously remarked, thas that gentleman had not a 
logical turn of mind, and was metaphysical in 
his style of preaching. Therefore, he was not a 
proper subject to be very sternly dealt with, His 
idea of religion was all love, which was 
prompted by his natural kindness of heart, 
and which eolored all bis discourses. 
To bim the idea of infant damnation was possi- 
ble, and all harsh forms of belief were, natural- 
ly, repulsive. He (Dr. Elliott) did not wish to 
be understood as indorsing the peculiar views of 
Prof. Swing. [Laughter.}] Te was simply do- 
ing hia duty as an advocate. He would close by 
recapitulating the points made in his general

nh reply to the second charge,—want of 
accord with Presbyterian standards,—he 
requested Mr. McLeod to read 
Swing's statement before the 
Presbytery.

On 
behalf of the Chicago Presbytery, he wished to 
say that those who voted for the acquittal of 
Prof. Swing were accused of sympathy with his 
views, but they denied the charge, one and all. 
He kvoew that his friend, Dr. Blackburn, 
was orthodox. He did not doubt the orthodoxy 
of Dr. Patterson, ai:d many others whom he 
could name. In conciusion, he hoped that the 
Hoiy Spirit might go into their minds, and in- 
spire them to vindicate the truth in that matter, 
and so act with even justice to all concerned.

A HERESY TRIAL. 

Inprawxaporrs, Ind., Oct. 22.—The trial of the 
Rev. Thomas A. Goodwin, author of ‘‘ The Mode 
of Man’s Immortality,” took place to-day be- 
fore a Council of the Methodist Episcopal Minis- 
ters of the Indiana Conference, the Rev. H. R. 
Naylor, of the Meridian Street Church, presiding, 
Goodwin was charged with heresy in denying the 
bodily resurrection, inspiration of the Scriptures, 
and that God is a Being with bodily parts. The 
charges were preferred by the Rev. J. B. Knott, 
of Gospart, who declined to prosecute them, and 
the Court appointed the Rev. Dr. Halliday, of 
this city, as prosecutor. Mr. Goodwin con 
ducted bis own defense, denying each 
and every one preferred, and said 
he objected to being held responsible for 
the opriion of the Rev. John Knott, ** who de- 
signs to arraign me because I dare differ with 
him oncertain interpretations of Scripture. I 
prefer taking Paul's tnterpretation in such mat- 
ters rather than that of such men as Mr. Knott 
and his class of followers.” Goodwin was very 
severe in his handling of the reverend gentle- 
man who first instituted the prosecution, but re- 
fused to’conduct it, alleging that if he (the Rev. 
Kuott) was arraigned on a charge of heresy by 
every person who differed with him in the va- 
rious interpretations of the Scripture. he would 
fiud himself continually in hot water, with 
httle time to give attention to matters of greater 
importance. Goodwin was willing to abide the 
verdict of the Court of Inquiry, and had nothing 
to retract that he had ever said or written. 

The case was concluded by noon. Little or no 
interest was manifested init. The Court, com- 
posed of five members, after a deliberation of 
four hours, submitted two reports, three of 
them acquitting Mr. Goodwin, and the other two 
favoring a reference of the case to the Annual 
Conference for formal investigation. The Com- 
mittee censured Mr. Goodwin for the spirit and 
temper of his defense. 

It is believed that, had Mr. Krolt been pres- 
ent, in view of the severe manver in which 
Goodwin excoriated him, the result would have 
been different.

Direct Southern Trade with Enrope— 
Important Convention in Session at 
Atlanta, Ga. 

AtutanTa, Ga., Oct. 22.—An important Con- 
vention is in session in this city to-day, consist. 
ing of Southern and Southwestern railway and 
other transportation officials, Mayors of South- 
ern cities, and representatives of commercial 
bodies, the object being to complete arrange- 
ments for direct trade between the South aod 
Europe, via the projected line of steamers be- 
tween Savannab and Liverpool. The report of 
Mr. Nelson Tift, an agent appointed to visit 
Europe and effect arrangements for such 
trade, with the agreement finally effect- 
ed by him with the White Star and 
Empire Lines of steamers, places the matter 
before the public intangible shape, and offers 
rates iow beyond all precedent from Savannah 
to Liverpool. Mr. Tift went at the desire of and 
reports to a committee appointed by the Direct 
Trade Convention, held at Atlanta in May last, 
the Committee consisting of William Wadley, 
President of the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company, of Georgia ; John Senour, President 
of the Atlantic & Gulf ; Joseph E. Brown, Pres- 
ident of the Western & Atlantic; James M. 
Smith, Governor of Georgia, controlling the Ma- 
con & Branswick; E. F. Winslow, President St. 
Louis & Southern ; E. W. Cole, President Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis; Thomas Allen, 
President St. uis, Iron Mountain & Soutb- 
ern; D. R. Garrison, President Pacific of 
Missouri; Sam Tate, President Memphis 
& Little Rock; Col. Albert Fink, of 
the Louisville & Nashville and Great Southern ;

The 
exact amount of their deposits to the credit of 
the Campaign Committee could rot be ascer- 
tained. Jhe Commitiee-meeting was entirely 
private, and although called to fix the assess- 
ments upon candidates for electioneering pur- 
poses, little else was done than to arrange for 
meetings and agree upop campaign comumuitees 
for the several wards and towns. 

Whilethe Committee was busy in private the 
candidates were equally busy discussing the sit- 
uation. Toeir first interest was in 
their own electian, but at the 
same time they were not forgeifui 
of the cost. The legislative candidates were 
particularly concerned about the cost, as they 
nervously waited to hear the summons and re- 
port of the Committee on Assessments. A re- 
port gained circulation at ove time that legisla- 
tive candidates were to be assessed $100, which 
gave rise to many unfriend)y expressions,. One 
gentleman industriouslv inquired if there was no 
way to escape paying the assessment? An out- 
side candidate thought the assessment an out- 
rage, and one to which be would not submit. 
He was opposed to any assessment whatever, be- 
lieving that he could put his money bimseif 
where it would do the most good. 

At this juncture another report was taken up, 
very privately, which seemed to act as a solace 
to the squirming spirits; it was that $30,090 
had beeo promised from Washington for use in 
each of the three Congressional Districts.

Added to these solaces 
came a report from the Committee that the as- 
sessment had been deferred another day, and 
entrusted to a special Committee of four, The 
Committee adjourned soon after, and each mem- 
ber walked forth with a lock upon his mouth.

MR. BERNARD’ G. CAULFIELD, 
in response to the call of the andience, made a 
long address. In bis opening remarks, he dealt 
generally upon the present political issue, but 
gradually grew more pointed and local in his 
allusions. With regard to the third term, he 


‘said it was true that hints were being given 


out at Washington that the prosent Presi- 
dent did not intend to run for s 
third term, but it will not do to 
place any reliance on  =>his_ statement. 
Gen. Grant after the War stated that he would 
not and did not seek a higber position in the 
country than that of General of the Army, but 
subsequent circumstances showed what his real 
intentions and aims were. The President was 
now making love to the South, and clearly not 
without an object. The speaker was not only 
opposed to a third but also to a second term. 
Ho believed that the proper thing was a single 
Presidential term. The speaker had been ac- 
cused of being bimself too fond of the South. 

It had been said in the papers that if he were 
elected his attentions as a Congressman would 
be directed for the benefit of the South at the 
expense of the North. He would say that, when 
elected, as he undoubtedly would be, he would 
do his duty both to his fellow-citizens in the 
South and those in the North. He, together with 
the rest of the Union, had hoped that the fall of 
Richmond was the termination of the War. How 
far their hopes had been realized was unfortu- 
nately too well known. Since the end of the War 
of the Kebellion there had been a war of elec- 
tions, and now that another election was ap- 
proachiog there bade fair to be another one. The 
speaker drew a vivid picture of the wrongs 
which the South was enduring at the hands of 
the Republican party. 

He referred to 4 statement made by the Inter- 
Ocean to tne effect that during the War be had 
left the city and resided for sometime in Mexico, 
leaving the country only upon the death of 
Maqmilian. He denied the accusation, and 
branded it as a falsehood. He had visited 
California, Canada, Cuba, Mexieo, and other 
places, but no one could say that be had taken 
up his residence at any of these places. He 
went to Mexico in 1865, after the War, and staved 
there three months in order to transact certain 
business which bad been intrasted to him by 
certain gentiemen. He was the partner of 
Jadge Moore before he started, and that gentle- 
man transacted his business while he was away, 
= taxes on his property for him, and resumed 

usiness relations with him on his return. Tho 
papers had also spread a report to tho effect that 
he had had a hand in the Camp Douglas affair. 
This was an outrageous falsehood, and the man 
who penned it knew at the time that it was such, 
The Tunes had referred to the speaker as a very 
popular gentleman—what would be thought of a 
people who would grant pepularity to a@ man 
who had taken part in the Camp Douglas affair ? 
In conclusion, the speaker made an eloquens 
appeal on behalf the Sonth. 

The speaker alluded to the fact that his opno- 
nent Lad been spreading these stories about him. 
He had every respect for Mr. Smith, and would 
allow bim every reasonable latijude in his 
speeches, but would hold him to account if he 
overstepped the bounds of truth and decency. 
The speaker concluded with a brilliant perora- 
tion, and urged unanimity and a strong e:fort at 
the polls, which would insare success to the par- 
ty. 7 
MR. A. C. HESING 
being called for, said it was just about two years 
since Le was preseut in the hall ho was speaking 
in, at a Republican Convention, and as a Repub- 
lican candidate. Le little thought then that he 
would be advocating the claims for election of 
the gentleman who had just done speaking. 
But the Republican party had Ieft him, and, 
while he was in principle a Republican, he would 
not remain a2 member of tho present so-called 
Republican party. He referred to the four 
points of tho Republican party as Jaid down in 
the Philadelphia Convention, and asked whether 
the party had carried out their declarations of 
that day. With regard to economy, had there 
ever been a more extravagant Government than 
that of the Loyal family at the City of Washing- 
ton ? The speaker showed the sudden rise of 
Gen. Grant from the poaition of a tanner at 
Galena to his present position to haye been cor- 
ruptly gained. 

lt was now time, ho said, for the people to as- 
sert their powor. If they delayed four years 
longer, they might find it too late. An autocrat 
could be ruling over tham, and they could find 
themselves powerless to got rid of him. Every 
day tho fceling was gaining ground that the 
Monerchical Governments of Europe provided 
greater protection to person and properiy than 
was afforded by the Scahiican Government of 
the United States. 

The speaker made 2 brief allusion to the pres- 
ent City Government. He believed that we 
had a good Mayor. He would like to 
seo him a little firmer,—would like to see 
him put his foot down upon the gzumbling fra- 
ternity who were at present the strong right arm 
of the Republican party, and he would yet do it. 
Lhe rest of the City Government was unexcep- 
tionable, 

MR. HISE, 
the Opposition candidate for the State Legisla- 
ture from the First Congressional Distriet, ad- 
dreseed the mectne, stating that if he wete sent 
to Spiinglield he went there as # representative 
of that party who felt it their duty to hur] from 
power the present rulers at Washington, and 
with the wish at heart of helping to restore Chi- 
cago to her original prosperity.

New Orurans, Oct, 22—Midnight.—Attorney- 
General Field,in a convorsation on the subject of 
the jurisdiction of the Second District Oourt, 
said that an act of Congress passed on the I4th 
of April, 1802, relative to the naturalization of 
foreigners, provided that any court of record in 
any individual State having commoa law juris- 
diction, a seal celerk, and _  protbene- 
tary, shall be considerid as a District Court 
within the meaning of this act. Col. Field af- 
firms that since the adoption of the Constitution 
of 1874 the Second Court has no common law 
jurisdiction, but has been known only as a 
court whose province is limited alone to 
probate matter. Prior to 1864 the Court 
possessed not only probate jurisdiction, but ex- 
tensive common-law jurisdiction, which at that 
time made it a tribunal provided with the essen- 
tial requisites necessary in issuing certiticates of 
citizenship. The Attorney-General’s opinion 
will be looked for with much anxiety, as it 
involves the right of about 4,000 persons to vote. 
The legal quibble now raised causes much ill- 
feeling against the authorities, being regarded 
by Conservatives generally as a purely political 
move. 

THE BLACK LIST. 

Saneverort, La., Oct. 22.—The question as 
to whether the warrants were to be issued for 
the arrest of the sixty-nine merchants who 
pledged themselves not to retain in their employ 
persons who support the Radical party in the 
pending contest was to-day settled in the affirm- 
ative upon the authority of Gen. Merrill, U. 8. 
A., commanding this department, and A. B. 
Levissee, United States Commissioner, who 
stated that the papers were being pre- 
pared, and the arrests would probably 
be made to-morrow, Since first an- 
nouncement on Monday of the intention 
of the authorities to make these arrests the 
temper of the people has greatly improved, and 
it is not now probable that any of the parties 
will endeavor to evade or resist arrest.

son,

End of Conspiainaat’s Testimony— 
Case Continued ter Two Wecks. 
MORNING SESSION, 

The case of Hugh Maher vs. Charles B. Far- 
well, to recover a tract of land conveyed by 
Maher to Farwell in 1860, to secure the payment 
of an alleged gambling debt, was resumed before 
Judge Williams, in the Curnit Court, yesterday 
morning. 

WALTER MAHER, 
son of the compiainant, was placed upon the 
stand, and examined by Mr. Caulield. Witness 
bore a letter from his fatber to Mr. Farwell, and 
the latter said he wanted to see Mr. Maher. 
This was the 26th of August, 18738. Witness and 
his mother went to see Mr. King. 

Q.—What conversation took place with Mr. 
King on the subject of thas land? 

Mr. Hunter objected to this question, on the 
ground that a conversation between Mrs. 
Maherand Mr. King Was not competent evi- 
dence. 

The Court held the question competent, in 
order to show that Mr. King was authorized to 
give the notice that he did to Mr. Perkins. 

Witness stated that Mra. Maher asked Mr. 
King what consideration Farwell gave Maher 
forthe land. Mr. King said be did not know: 
he had never been told. She then told Mr. 
King that the land was conveyed to satisfv a 
gambling debit, and that Maher would not giv 
a quit-claim deed, but intended to bring suit to 
recover the land. 

Mr. Caulfield here rut in evidence 

THE ORIGINAL LETTER 
written by Maher to Farweil, Aug. 24, 1873. 

All the counsel, except Gea. Smith, objected 
to the letter, but it was admitted as bearing upon 
Mr. Farwell alone. The letter is as follows : 

CuicaGo, Aug. 24, 1873. 
Hon. C. B. Farwell: 

Dear Siz: When I had King deed you that land you 
know the understanding was that you would give it 
back as soon as I paid you that gambling debt. Tue 
last time I talked to you about the land was in Larmon 
Biock, You seemed to feei very indignant because I 
would not pay you at that time, and take the land 
back, But then, you krow, I was hard up, I am now 
ready to take the land back, and 1 will pay you the 
money that you won of me, and the taxes on the same. 
My son Waiter will hand you this letter. and wait your 
answer. I am, respectfuily, HvuGH MAHER, 

Upon cross-examination by Mr. Hunter, Wal- 
ter Maher stated that his father never told them 
about the land controv ersy until 1873. It was 
about the vear 1870 that Mrs. Maher told wit- 
ness of having found some stubs of checks 
which Maher aad given to Farweil. She had for 
some time thought that Maher had been gam- 
bling. 

Q.—Do you know of any reason why, from 
1870 to 1373, your father never mentioned to 
your mother the fact of his owning such a large 
piece of praperty on the West bide ? 

Mr. Caullield objected to the question on the 
ground of irelevaucy, but the objection was 
overruled. 

Witness stated that he knew of no reason why 
his fatber had not mentioned the fact before. 

By Mr. Caultield: Q.—Was your father in the 
habit of talking to you about his busmess when 
you were 14 and 15 years of age? A.—He was 
not. 

Q.—Did your father, when you were a little 
boy, tell you that he was in the habit of gaim- 
bling? A.—He didnot. 

G.< -Did you, when a boy of 14, 15, or 16, know 
of ail the pieces of property your father owned 7 
A.—No, air. 

Q.—Do you now know of the various pieces of 
property he hag owned? A.—Jl do not. 

DEFOSITIONS. 

Mr. Caulfield read the deposition of Samnel 
W. Pease, to the effect that he aided in effecting 
the sale of tho iand te Mr. Perkins. ‘They tried 
to get a2 quit-ciaim from Maher before the sale 
waa closed up, and tire sale waa delayed for some 
time on this account. Witness and Mr. Pope 
were acting for a commission, to sell the land for 
Mr. Eaton, who lived in Vermont. The trans- 
action was closed, and the money paid, Aug. 
29. 1873. Witness saw Maher about Bi ming the 
quit-claim deed, and Le said he would look into 
it aud wign it, if it wag allright. He timaliy re- 
fused to sigu it. He did not at first tell Maher 
what the land was, but he said, at the Isst, thas 
it was a swindle, and he would not give a quit- 
claim. 

lu reference to other depositions, in order to 
avoid taking up so much time, Air. Caultield 
proposed to submit them eutire, without reading, 
and pass upon the objec tionable portions aiter- 
warade. 

Gen. Smith would pot consent to this, as, in 
thecase of F. B. Marsnall’s deposition, is shouid 
be thrown out altogether, because it related to 
events which did not occur until 1862.. 

Mr. Cautiiela did not think this should be 
ruled out, a8 i¢ constituted circumstantial evi- 
dence that Farwell and Maher were im the habit 
of gambling. 

The Court suggested that, inasmuch as the 
depositions would ‘all have to be printed, and 
sent to the Supreme Court, nothing would be 
gained by taking them up now seriatim. 

Mr. Hunter contended for the reading of the 
depositions in full, as there was much heresay 
testi mony to be ru led out. 

Mr. Caulfield then read the deposition of 
Michael Turney, alreadv published in Tue Tris- 
unz. The testimony related to Farwell’s habit 
of frequently visiting gambiling-houses or elub- 
rooms; and of playing cards with Maher for 
money 

The Court aeaxin sugested that the depori- 
tions be submitted without reading, and subject 
to objection. 

Counsel for the defendants agreed to this, and 
Mr. Caulfieid then submitted the depositions of 
Marshall, Avery, Steel, Lyon, and Whitman. 

The Court took a recess until 2 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 
H. Ss. MUNROE, ESx., 

was placed upon the eiand by the complainant, 
and examined by Mr. Cauliield. He testified 
that be had acted as Mebher’s attorney bereto- 
fore. He was applied wo by Mr. Pease to get 
Maher to sign a quit-claim deed, Pease offering 
to pay him $100 if he suceceded. Witness told 
Maher te sign if it was right, and go and get 
the $100. Maher looked at the deed, and saw 
the description. Maier gave witness to under- 
stand that he would vot take the $100, and that 
he claimed a good deal more than that sum m 
the land. He refused to sign the deed. 

‘This closed the case for the complainant. 

An effort was made by counsel fer defendants 
to require the other side to submit the proposed 
amendment to their bill, but the Court said that 
the ease waa to be tried upon ite eguities, 
which could not be ascertained until the whole 
case was before the Court. 

Mr. Caulfield asked for 

A CONTINUANCE 
of the case to a more convenient time, for tho 
reason that Mr. Van Arman was absent, and 
Mr. O’Brien could not be here throughout the 
argument. 

This was courteously agreed to by all the 
gentlemen on the other side, and the Court 
tixed the further bearing of the case at two 
weeks from to-day. 

Previous to adjournment, Mr. Maher was re- 
called, and testified that be told Mr. Munroe 
that be owned the land, aud would not sian the 
quit-claim deed. 

In order to accommodate the gentleman, who 
lives in Vermont, 

GEORGE E. EATON 

was sworn for the defense. He testified that 
George Trassell was his uucie; he died m 1866. 
Witness was ove of the heirs. The estate was 
settled in 1868, when proof of heirship was made. 
The land was deeded by Charles B. Pope to the 
heirs, witness purchasing Salma Trussell’s por- 
tion for $50 per acre. he deed from Pope was 
here offered im evidence, as also the deed from 
Salma Trussell.} Witness purchased the share 
of the two other heirs in 1873, paying them 
£17,000. [These deeds were also offered in 
evidence. } The first time witness heard of 
Maber’s claim to the land was in October, 1373; 

previously, witness considered his title perfect. 

Or uss-ecamuned by Mr. C€ auljiekl— Previous 
to my uncie’s death i know nothing about this 
lané. After his death I came to icago, and 
learned of the property through Obaries B. Pope 
and David A. Gage. I saw no evidence of title. 
dir. Pope told me my uncle owned 60 acres of 
land 6 miles fram the Court-House. He told me 
nothing about the title; only that my uheole

THE GUATEMALA EARTHQUAKE, 


i.0ss of Two Hundred Lives. 
Panama Correspondence of the New York T'imes, Oct, 10. 

A Guatemala paper gives the following ac- 
count of the earthquake of the 3d of Septem- 
ber jast and ite effect: 

Ever since the beginning of August last sev- 
eral shocks of earthquake were feit, but attract- 
ed little attention. At the eud of the same 
month the shocks became more frequent and 
stronger, up to the 27th, just asa ball that was 
given to the President and his bride was about 
to finish. Since that day the Town of Duenos, 
and other places in the neighborhood of what is 
called the Voican de luego, felt repeated shocks 
at short intervals, sometimes preceded by sub- 
terranean detonations and other noises, which 
were considered not anythipg unusual, and 80 
led to no precautions being taken. 

Oa the night of the 3d of September the sky 
began to be overcast with dense masses of black 
clouds, and all nature seemed to be in the most 
perfect repose—not a breath of wind was stir- 
ring—when about 9:18 a terrible shock was felt, 
produced by oscilfations altérnately vertical and 
borizontal, accompanied with noises in the bow- 
els of the earth, like the noise that follows a 
certain stroke of lightning. These were mo- 
ments of indetinable auguish, in which the 
sound of the church-belis, rung by the earth- 
quake, increased the terror of the people. The 
movement continued, in all its intensity, for 4 
seconcs, after which the unduiations of the earth 
went on gradually diminishing. If these shocks 
had continued for 2 or 8 seconds more, neither 
in this department nor in that of Chisago would 
there have remained one stone upon another, 
and hardly 5 per cent of the population would 
have escaped with their lives. 

The people of this city (Antigua) ran through 
the streets and plazas without tinding security 
or safety im any part. ‘The lamentations, the 
ruins, and the darkness of the night, were such 
as to appall the bravest, and, to make the situa- 
tion more terrible still, a few hours alter the 
earthquake, the belis sounded the alarm of 
“tire,” which had beZun in one of the housea, 
but, thanks to the activity of the authorities, 
and to the aid of some neighbors, the tire was 
extinguished. During the remainder of that 
terrible night shocks were felt every hour or 
two, the prineipal bemg tuat which took place 
at 20 ‘clook in the morning. Every one awaited 
with anxiety the dawn. When the sun shone 
out {t was seen with agreeable surprise that the 
city presented more or leas its usuai aspect, al- 
though, on close examination, it was found that 
the greater part of the houses had suffered con- 
siderably, and many were uninhabitable 

The number of victims Caunot be exactly de- 
cided, because many dead bodies remained 
buried under the stream of mud which descend- 
ed from the Cerro del Tigre. In Antigua alone 
thirty persons. perished, the greater part being 
women and cinidren. It is calculated that 
twenty-five bodies were buried in the other 
towns, and 100 more or leas bruised and wounded. 
On the morning of the 4th the writer of this set 
out for the Town of Dueves, which hejfound in 
the most miserable condition. The greater part 
of its inhabitants were leaving with their fami- 
lies, taking also their furniture aod animals. All 

showed in their couuntenances the terror they had 
experienced. ‘This emigration was suspended by 
the sudden arrival of the President of the Re- 
public and the Minister of War, who managed to 
quiet the minds of the people, and divided 
among them pecuniary assistance. 

At the foot of the great voicano extends a 
small mountam called Cerro del ‘Jigre, rising 
about 3,000 feet above the level of the sea. It 
is united with the great Volcamic chain which 
runs from south to northwest, in this depart- 
ment and in that of Chimaltenango. In the 
centre of this mountain must exist the focus of 
destruction ; frem thence thereis no doubt there 
exists @ subterranean communication which, fol- 
lowing the direction of the Cordillera, comes in 
contact with the voleanic mountain of * Atit- 
jan.” On all sides the reaction of the com- 
pressed vapors On the interior of the earth tends 
to break through the superficial strata, forming 
innumerabie fissures, which wives exit to the 
eruptions of mud, alk presenting the same 
characters and properties. The excited 
state of the people, im  0piace of i 0be- 
comiog calmer, eontinues to increase daily. 
Many families ‘have removed to the Capital, 
abandoning their properties and interests ; oth- 
ers are pre perins to do the same, irightened by 
the multitude of exaggerations which eirculate 
about. Some say that the volcano is throwing 
out fire onthe side of Acatenango; others as- 
sert that on the top of the mountain there are 
immense lakes, réady to give Way and inundate 
the valley. Those simple people, Who see every- 
thing through the prism of fear, readily believe 
everything they are told. 

The losses auifered in the department are cal- 
culated to be from $200,000 to $250,000, imciud- 
ing farm-houses, machinery, and some thousa: ids 
of yards of storehouses, in which cochineal was 
buried ander the ruins ef roof and wali. 

The Town of Duenos 1s entirely ruined, with its 
Church, ecabildo, parochial edifice, and private 
honses. A short distance from Duenos and near 
a coffee-farm of Zimza, iv a piace called La Es- 
tancia, there was an extraordinary promontory 
of mud, which had descended from the heights 
of the Cerro del ligre. The promontory has in 
some piaces a depth of 100 teet, and was formed 
by those eruptions of mud which geologists call 
salsae, aud which generally are not a good sign 
for the bordering countries. The eruption 
which produeed this promontory consisted of 
cold mud, which, al.acugh very compact, carried 
in its current encrmous masses of stones, and 
trees whore trunks measured 8&8 and 10 inches 
in diameter. ‘Tae Goverament has ordered 
supplies of flour from Salvador aud California. 
A subscription is being raised in Guatemala for 
those families that have suffered by the last 
earthquake. The departments of Sacatepequez, 
Chimaltenango, and others, have suffered con- 
siderably. 

The #£i Progreso, of Guatemala, of the 6th 
ult., gives the following additional. items about 
the ‘earth ualte: A telegram to the Government 
from Antigua, dated 4th ult., says the conse- 
quences of the earthquake last night are very 
serious. There were fourteen deaths iu Antigua, 
five in Duenos, five in Jocotenango, and one in 
San Pedro. The Town of Duenos is entirely 
ruined, and Alotenango and Ciudad Vieja very 
much damaged. The City of Amatitlan has aiso 
suffered considerably, but there were no rob- 
beries or loss of lives. 

A telegraphic dispatch fo the Government 
from Minister Samayo, dated in Antigua, 4th 
September last, stated: “The President haa 
gone through ail the city, found twenty-six vic- 
tims, most!y women, who lived in some old rn- 
ins.” In Paizicia more damage was dove, aad 
100 deaths are reported. 

Another dispatch from Antigua, dated 5th ult., 
gaid: ‘‘ The President has returned from Dueit- 
os: the church and cabildo had suffered most, 
and the farmlhonsés in thé neighborhood and 
the native huts had remainedintact. ‘I'wo rivers 
which deseended: from the voleano overflowed 
their beds and catried away some huts with about 
twenty victims. 

At Chimaltenango, ‘on the 6th ult., the Presi- 
dent telegraphed for medicines and surgical aid. 
The people at this place were ina state of con- 
sternation at the effects of the earthquake. The 
Villa De Zaragoza, Patzicia, aud Istapa will be 
ruined completely. Provisions were forwarded 
aud all the aid possible. The victimes, this last 
telegram said, might be 200, more or less. 
Remarkabte Verdict ina Mtirder Case 

—Sam McDonald Acquitted. 
From the Baitemeore wg Oct, 12, 

There bas just been tried t Towsontown n 
clear case of willful, sali¢igus. brutal murder, 
and a verdict rendered of * uot uilty.” The 
declarations of the dying man, and the testimony 
of evye- wituesses who store to seeing the kiife 
drawn, the blade opened, and the quick blows 
descend on the body of the victim, were ail taken 
for naught, and twelve men have been found to 
place credence in the statemeut of an anknown 
volunteer witness, who is brou ht forward at the 
last moment to relate a cooked-up story, at vari- 
ance With all the facts and testimony in the ease. 
There were no ressouabie doubts in this case 
upon which to hang such a verdict, and we can- 
not believe that there is any one in the State of 
Maryland who las read or listened to the testi- 
mony who has the slightest doubt as to the fact 
that Berry Amos met his death at the hands of 
Samuel McDonald. One of the points upon 
which great stress was laid was the fact that Lo 
blood was found upon the floor at Sherwood’s 
Hote), where the alleged killing took place. We 
happened to be present at the post mortem ex- 
amivation made at the Station-House, on the 
body of the deceased, which clearly disclosed 
the reason of this abeence of stains upon the 
floor. When the breast was opened the whole 
interior presented a mass of coagulated blood, 
which was taken out in double handfuls sud 
thrown inte a bucket before the lungs of the 
vital part were visible. The flow of blood was 
mainly into the cavity of the clest, and not ont- 
wardly. From such a deep cut through the hear: 
of a fleshy man like Amos the wound naturally 
closed up when the knife was withdrawn, whilst 
the clothing absorbed tue blood from the eut 
upon the arm during the moment that elapsed 
before he made his escape from the bar-room. 
The fact remains that Berry Amos was murdered,

When McDonald stalked forth from the Court- 
House on Saturday a free man, there was the 
end of the case. No suspicion will attach to.any 
one else, and no one else will ever be accused of 
its perpetration. The safest crime a man can 
commit in Baltimore, with the privilege of re- 
moving his case to Towsontown, is murder. The 
chances are allin bis favor, if he has sense 
enough, or friends enough, and money enough 
to manufacture some impossible, improbable, 
and ridiculous story upon which the jury can 
‘hang a doubt ” instead of hanging him.

MR. CAULFIELD AS A LAWYER. 

The Chicago Times, which is running * Far- 
well and Caulfield” as its Congressional ticket, 
declares that Mr. Caulfield is a better lawyer 
than Mr. Sidney Smith, his opponent. This is 
certainly very uncomplimentary to Mr. Smitb, in 
the light of recent events. We are forced. to 
conclude, from his conduct of the case which he 
8 now prosecuting against Mr. Farwell, in be- 
half of Mr. Maher, that Mr. Caulfield is not a 
very good lawyer. To say, therefore, that he is 
a better lawyer than Mr. Smith is peculiarly 
* rough ” on the latter. 
The reasons we have for thinking Mr. Caul- 
field an inferior lawyer are these: He is prose- 
cuting a suit against Mr. Farwell for the recov- 
ery of apiece of land (or its value) which his 
elient says was deeded to Farwell in trust to 
secure a note given fora gambling debt. The 
defense is, that the laod was deeded in fee, 
im payment of certain debts not con- 
tracted im this way, but including one 
note for $500 which was given for a bet on an 
election in which Mr, Maher lost and Mr. Farwell 
won. Prior to the calling of the case a number 
of depositions were taken which have been pub- 
lished, the purport of which was to show that 
Mr. Farwell and Mr. Maher were in the habit of 
gambling for money very frequently about the 
time of the lan? transaction. Both parties to 
the suit being competent witnesses if called, all 
that was necesenry to enable Mr. Caulfield to 
make out his case was to cail Mr. Maher and get 
evidence from him that this land was deeded m 
trust to secure a debt contracted at one or more 
of these habitual gambling seances. It would 
then have devolve! upon the defense to over- 
turn this evidence in gger to defeat the case 
which Mr. Caulfielhi had made out ; and, in the 
ordinary run of things, Mr. Farwell would have 
been the first witnegs called for his own defense. 
But Mr. Caulfield reversed the order of things. 
The day before the trial began he gave notice 
of an intention to amend his bill. The 
morning of the trial, and presumably after 
consultation with his client, he announced that 
he could not make an affidavit to meet the facis 
necessary to amend the bill. The case was then 
called, and the very first witness Mr. Caulfield 
summoned was Mr. Farwell, the defendant, 
whom he thereby made his own witness. Of 
course, Mr. Farwell’s evidence was according to 
his version of the story, and diametrically op- 
posed to that of Mr. Caulfield’s client. Mr. 
Caulfield then called Mr. Maher, whose evidence 
was just the opposite of Mr. Farwell’s; but, as 
Mr. Caulfield is bound by his own witness, can- 
not impeach his evidence, and can only over- 
turn it by the most overwhelming testimony 
that his witness wae mistaken, it looks as 
though Mr. Caulfield had fooled away his case. 
He deliberately placed the defendant in a posi- 
tion to destroy his client’s case, in opposition to 
all established practice, and then expressed sur- 
prise that Mr. Farwell did nut admit the allega- 
tions which he (Farwell) was contesting! We 
submit that Mr. Smith must be a very poor 
lawyer, indeed, if he isa worse one than Mr. 


Caulfield has shown himself in this instance.

death. It is supposed that the Mrs. Maxwell 
here mentioned is the ci-devant Miss Braddon. 


THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 

In the discussions as to the expediency of 
adopting a new charter for the City of Chicago, 
-——the general charter provided by the Legisla- 
ture for the governments of ail cities,—the objec- 
tion has been that several saving and protective 
clauses of the old charter against threatened 
abuses would be repealed. One of the most im- 
portant of these is the clause of the old charter 
restraining the Common Council in the extension 
of the franchises of the horse-railway compa- 
nies. It will be remembered that the charter of 
these horse-railway companies dates in Febru- 
ary, 1859, and runs for twenty-five years, expir- 
ing in February, 1884. Subsequently the com- 
panies obtained from the Legislature an exten- 
sion of their charter for ninety-nine years. The 
Supreme Court of the State, however, decided, 
some years later, that this latter act merely ex- 
tended the existence of the corporation for the 
term of niue years, the extension not carrying 
with it any of the franchises obcained from the 
city for the exclusive use of the streets, eic. 
The extension or renewal of these franchises 
must be obtained from the Common Council. 

In 1867, the charter of this city was amended 
by the addition thereto of the following re- 
straining section : 

The Common Council shallhave power ... te 
authorize the use of streets and alleys in said city by 
railroad companies, or city railway companies, for the 
purpoee of laying tracks and runuing cars thereon : 
Provided, however, permission or authority shall not 
be given, mor shall amy such grant or permission 
already given be extended, unless by vote of at least 
three-fourths of all the Aldermen elected, suth votes 
to be entered by ayesand noes on the records of the 
Council, And provided further, that po grant, con- 
sent, contract, or permission heretofore given or 
made, or hereafter to be made or given, shall in any 
case be extended until within one year of the expira- 
tion of such grant. consent, contract, or permission : 
And provided further, thatin case of a veto by the 
Mayor, any such grant or permission shail receive the 
votes of three-fourths of all the Aldermen elected, to 
take effect as an act or law of the corporation, 


The question which has arisen, and which is 
pow under consideration by the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, 18, whether the adoption of the general 
act of incorporation would repeal this important 
section of the present éharter. The charter of 
the horse-railway companies expires im Febru- 
ary, 1884, and by this section of the city charter 
no extension of the franchises can be given by 
the Common Council until after February, 1883, 
nor can it be made without the concurrent votes 
of three-fourths of al) the Aldermen elected. It 
is importam that this restriction be retained, or 
else the railway companies may at auy time pur- 
chase or otherwise obtain a renewal of their 
lease of the streets for twenty years more. The 
new or general charter provides on this sub- 
ject : 


The Council shall have power . . to permit, reg- 
ulate, or prohibit the locating, constructing, or laying a 
track of any horse-railroad in any street, alley or pub- 
lic place ; but such permissian shal) not be for a longer 
time than twenty years. 

The City Council . . shali have no power to grant 
the vse of, or the right to lay down, any railroad tracks 
in any street of the city to any steam or horve-railroad 
company except upona petition of the owners of the 
land representing more than one-half of the frontage 
of the street, or somuch thereof as is sought to be 
used for railroad purposes. 


Here, then, are the provisions in the old as we)! 
as the proposed newcharter. The restraining 
clauses of the act of 1867 have no equivalents 
in the proposed new charter. Would the adop- 
tion of the new charter repeal or supersede the 
provisions of the old one on this subject? We 
think this question is squarely avewered in the 
negative, because in the proposed new charter 
there is the following saving section : 


All courte in this State shall take judicial notice of 
the existence of all villages and cities organized under 
this act, and of the chamge of the organization of any 
town or city from its original organization to its or- 
ganization under this act; and, from the time of such 
organization or change of organization, the provisions 
of this act shall be applicable to such cities and vil- 
lages, and all laws in conflict therewith shall no longer 
be applicable. Bat all laws or parts of laws not incon- 
sistent with the provisians of this act shall continue in 
force and applicable to any such city or village the 
same ae if such change of organization had not taken 
place. 


The general act of incorporation does not re- 
pealthe existing charters, except to the extent 
that its provisions are incomsistent with the old 
charters. On all matters in the old charters 
where the new one ie silent, the provisions of 
the forrler remain in force. There does not 
seem to us to be anything inconsistent in the 
provisions of the new charter on the subject of 
horse-railways with the provisions of the old 
charter. The new charter provides thai any 
grant or extension of grant of franchise shall not 
extend beyond twenty years, and that no track 
shall be laid without the consent of the owners 
of property fronting on the street. These are 
additional restrictions in no way inconsistent 
with those of 1867, and, if the new charter be 
adopted, will be new restrictions upon the power 
of the Common Council. 

If we be right in this view of the case, then 
the Common Oouncil cannot extend or renew 
the franchise of the horse-railways until within 
the year ending February 1884; and that at 
that time the city will bein a condition to re- 


| new its exclusive control of the streets, and, if so 


disposed, to purchase the cars, tracks, and horses, 
or to lease the roads upon such rentals as may 
be considered just, orto have them managed 
for the benefit of those who use them] at such 
rates of fare as will cover the working expenses.

PROF. PATTON AND THE SYNOD. 

The scene now transpiring at the First Presby- 
terian Church in thie city can hardly be regarded 
as an edifying spectacle either to gode or men. 
The Synod of Illinois North is there in session, 
and assuming to try as a culpritaman who is 
uviversally esteemed and beloved, and who is en- 
tirely beyond their jurisdiction. It is only bya 
violent effort of the imagination that an accused 
party is supposed to be present. Thoughtfu 
people must therefore look upon the proceed- 
ings there taking place as a dismal travesty of a 
judicial investigation, and a cruel burlesque of 
religion. If it be the object of the Synod to 
purge the Church of Prof. Swing and alfhis dread- 
ful heresies, that object is already accomplished 
by his own voluntary act. The labors of these 
reverend gentlemen are therefore superfluous 
aad nugatory. But if their object be to disgrace 
and destroy Prof. Swing by thus arraigning and 
solemnly condemning his shadow, their purpose 
is as unworthy as their efforts will be futile. 
We do not pretend to divine the motive of this 
strange proceeding. But there is certainly 
danger that, in the estimation of the general 
public, the actors in this trial will incur a heayv- 
ler weight of odium than they will be able to 
impose upon the imaginary prisoner they have 
arraigned at their bar. It is entirely certain that 
their present course is doing far more damage 
to their Church, and to the cause of religion es- 
pecially, than a half-dozen heretics ‘bould do iu a 
lifeti #

magician who has evoked this mediwval scene 
to life. But for bim the unseemly strife would 
never have been begun. But for him, even 
when once begun, it would have languirhed and 
died long ago. The public are weary orit. They 
are, indeed, disgustea with it. So long as it 
aimed torid the Church of one whom certain 
persons regarded as unfaithful to the doctrines 
of that Church, there might have been some 
excuse for keeping up the fight. But that ex- 
cuse no. longer exists. The casus belli is re- 
moved. Why, then, should the war go on, and why 
should this painful travesty of a judicial trial be 
enacted ? Because Prof. Patton declares him- 
self, and is adjudged by his supporters to be, an 
aggrieved party. Thisclaim, we think, is denied 
by the law of the Church as it has already been 
expounded on the trial, and denied by common 
sense. The prosecutor on one day declared that 
be was not aggrieved by any action of his Pres- 
bytery but by the law of his Church, which, as 
he insisted, made him aslanderer. When it was 
shown that the law forbade that he should be 
regarded as a slanderer unless he should be de- 
clared such by express vote of his Presbytery, 
he then, on the next day, insisted that he was 
aggrieved by his Presbytery. We fail to discov- 
er how this can be in any sense intended by the 

law. 

But suppose it were true, as he claims. Is 
that a reason why he should resolve to 
perpetuate a quarrel whose portents of cisaster 
to his Church, which he claims to love with such 
an unspeakable affection, grow darker and more 
fearful with each day’s continuance of it? Is 
that a reason why his alleged grievances shoulda 
be righted at the expense, perhaps, of rending 
in pieces the Church to which he is so ardently 
devoted? And is this the Christianity that so 
loudly vaunts its orthodory? When the saints 
fall to quarreling, oven a secular journal may 
take up btbeir discarded vocation and begin to 
preach a gospel, not of quarrelsome and pugna- 
cious orthodoxy, but of peace and brotherhood. 


ME. JAMES F. JOY AS A RAILWAY-MAN- 
AGER. 

It is rumored that Mr. J. F. Joy, President of 
the Michigan Central Railroad, is about to re- 
sign his position. For some time the Michigan 
Central has not paid its regular dividends. 
Lately it has paid no dividends at all. Tnis has, 
naturally, been very discouraging to the stock- 
holders. The Michigan Central stock is not a 
Wall street foot-ball. It is an invesément stock, 
owned, for the most part, in New England, by 
parties of small means,—clergymen, farmers, 
professional men, widows, retired merchants, 
etc. These persons have felt the stoppage of 
their dividends as no small inconvenience. 
Koowing little of the real causes which bave 
operated to cut them off, they have, very 
likely, though very wrongly, attributed them 
to mismanagement. To any one who knowe Mr. 
Joy, or who is at all acquainted with his really 
extraordinary qualifications as a railway manager, 
his character and abilities are sufficient proof 
that the stockholders of the road could find no 
abler, more experienced, or more conscientious 
agent than he. Itis not impossible, however, 
that Mr. Joy's views of what is best for the in- 
tereste of the stockholders may be different from 
their own on the same subject. He is an expert. 
They are not experts. He has a large railway 
experience. They have not. He may have 
thought it wise for the road and for its owners 
to suffer a temporary inconvenience in order to 
ultimately reap a greater benefit. They, living 
in New England, away from the lune of their 
road, unacquainted with the motives of his ac- 
tion, could not understand his course. Hence 
dissatisfactaou on their part, and hence Mr. Joy’s 
resignation, if he does really resign. 

The temporary stopping of dividends to the 
stockholders of the Michigan Central: Railroad 
was compelled by circumstances over whicl: Mr. 
Joy had no control. While the Michigan South- 
ern, the Fort Wayne, and other railroads, were 
extending their lines and doing all ia their power 
to control the railway patronage of a large ex- 
tent of territory, the Michigan Central had no 
option but either to yield the field to them or to 
contest it with them by aiding in the construc- 
tion of feeders to the main line; and also by 
spending the money which would have gone to 
the etockbolders as dividends on steel rails and 
other permanent improvements, Mr. Joy's 
course in adopting the latter alternative will be 
approved by ali railway experts; in fact, by all 
business men. Had he acted otherwise, he 
would have made a great mistake, and jeopar- 
dized the interests of the dissatisfied stock- 
holders themselves beyond repair. 

How much Mr. Joy had the interests of the 
road at heart is demonstrated by the determined 
fight he made against the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. Wethink that here Mr. Joy made a 
mistake. He should not have permitted hia 
road to antagonize the law of the State. He 
must have xnown that in the end he would 
bave been worsted in the attempt. The act was 
unjustifiable ; but it shows at least that Mr. Joy 
was determined to spare no effort to guard tke 
interests of the road and of the owners of its 
stock. If Mr. Joy actually resigns, the Michi- 
gan Central will lose much more than he can 
possibly lose. He has reached an age at whieh 
men usually take repose, if they ever take it. He 
is aman of ripe culture and solid learning, of 
fine literary and social tastes. He has earned 
a restful and green old age, and while there is 
probably ten years of bard work in him yet, if 
he chooses to work, there is a longer and more 
enjoyable time before him if he ceases to be the 
manager of the Michigan Central and its im- 
menee network of affiliated railways.

AN OUTRAGEOUS ASSAULT. 

The recent wedding of Miss Honore and Lieut.- 
Col. Grant has been made the gubject of a most 
malicious, vituperative, and disgraceful! attack 
by a newspaper of this city which was long ago 
ostraciged from decent circles and placed under 
a social ban. The wedding, the bride and groom, 
the parents, and the relatives of both families, 
and all the surroundings and accessories of the 
event, are alike made the target of this journal- 
istic Malay. 

There are weddings undoubtedly which are 
appropriate subjocte for public criticism. People 
who offensively thrust their weddiogs upor the 
public and court public notoriety, and then ad- 
vertise them by disgusting snobbery and vulgar- 
ity, cannot complain if it is followed by sharp 
public criticism. They invite that criticism by 
the public exhibition they make. If the Grant- 
Honore wedding had been ove of this class, no 
exceptions could have been taken to any decent 
journalistic criticism of it. But it was not. No 
effort wae made at publicity. The wedding, which 
might have been celebrated, for instance, at the 
Palmer House or some other equally public 
place in the city, was held out of the city ata 
remote and secluded rezidence. The list 
of guests was small and confined to 
the relatives and immediate friends of 
the family, and there is neihing to show that 
qheve gocste did not conduct themeslves with 


all proper respect and decorum. The display 
iteelf was unostentatious, except in the matter 
of floral decorations, and in this direction os- 
tentation is alwaya in good taste and beautiful. 
The ware which graced the table was family 
silver, and the menu did not differ in any par- 
ticular from those which have been served at 
scores of weddings in this city. The gifts, out- 
side of those made by the family, can- 
not be compared in number and rich- 
ness with those which have been mado 
on two or three similar occasions in Chi- 
cago. The wedding ceremony itself was 
brief, plain, and simple, and after the ceremony 
the bridal pair left the city for their tour, and 
vot a handful of people in this great city knew 
anything about it till it was over. Although the 
son of the President was the groom on this oc- 
casion, the wedding was virtually a private 
affair, conducted in perfect good taste, and in 
the most decorous manner. As compared with 
the Grant-Sartoris or the Fitch-Sherman wed- 
dings, in fact, it was thoroughly unpretentious. 
These were quasi State affairs, while thie was a 
private family affair. 

It is, therefore, simply outrageous that when 
the families of the wedded pair have sought by 
every means in their power to avoid an offensive 
publicity, and have only striven to make the 
ceremony beautiful and graceful, they should be 
singled out personally for vile and cowardly as- 
sault by the manager of this paper. The fact 
that he has been excluded from society does not 
constitute a sufficient reason for such malicious 
and cowardly conduct. Alihough the motive is 
apparent enough, although it is well known that 
the animus of this man is revenge against socie- 
ty at large and not against the Honore family in 
particular, aod although the parties thus at- 
tacked can suffer no injury io the estimation of 
respectable people, the motive is none the less 
despicable. 


MIKE M’DONALD’S ESCAPE. 
We have received the following note from 
State’s Attorney Reed:

Sie: In an editorial m this morning’s TRIBUNE, en- 
titled “ Mike McDonald's Escape,’’ you ask, “‘ Does the 
Grand Jury, or Mr. Reed, deny that McDonald com- 
mitted an assault upon McGarry? Why, then, were 
these ¢wo notorious ruffians not indicted for the as- 
seult committed by them in the prosence of twenty 
witnesses 7?” The complete answer to these questions 
ia, that in the State of Iilinois the Grand Jury have no 
jurisdiction or right to find an indictment for assault, 
or assault and battery. This has been the law in this 
State ever since the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Carpenter vs, The People, 4 Scammon, page 
197, On page 199 the Supreme Court cay: “ These 
two offenses (meaning assault, and assault and bat- 
tery) are not punishable by indictment under our 
laws ; exclusive jurisdiction over them is expressly 
conferred on Justices of the Peace.” By the Revised 
Statutes of 1874, original jurisdiction is expressly con- 
ferred upon Justices of the Peace in cases of assault, 
and assault and battery.—Sec. 361, page 405. This is 
not the law in most of the States, Youra, etc.,

rect, bus we have a further remark to make. 
It appears that we are living under a code of 
law or practice which provides no penalty for an 
assault with a pistol unless the prosecution can 
show affirmatively that the pistol was loaded,— 
that it was loaded with bail as well as powder,— 
that it was capped, and that the whole apparatus 
was positively and certainly explosive and 
deadly. The threats of the person holding the 
presto] go far nothing in the way of establishing 
tuat the pistol was loaded. When he draws 
and cocks it and aims it at the head of another 
person, and proclaims the intention to blow nis 
brains out, all that goes for nothing if one 
of his pals gete possession of the 
weapon and has time to rn off and 
draw the cartridge. We have to say that this is 
a most singular predicament for a civilized com- 
munity to be in, and that the rule of law or 
practice which enables would-be marderors to go 
unpunished under such circumstances is most 
absurd. Whena man draws a pistol ou another 
in a threatening manner and with threatening 
language, the presumption im fact is that the 
weapon is loaded. The presumption should be 
the same ip law, leaving the prisoner to over- 
throw itif he can by proving that % was not 
loaded. 

THE MAN WITHOUT A LIFE. 

Edward E. Hale took a fictitious character, 
“The man without a country,” and handled it 
eo successfully that he persuaded a great num- 
ber of persons that the man had really lived. 
The Hon. Charles Hays, of Alabama, took a real 
man, William A. Lipscomb, of Marengo County’ 
Alabama, slaughtered him in the columns of the 
Hartford Courant, aod persuaded the Republic- 
an party that the man had really died. Now 
there can be few earthly pleasuros comparable 
to that of readiug your own obituary. You dis- 
cover for the first time that the world has con- 
cealed a smiling love for you beneath a frowning 
face. If the obituary-writer happens to be 
acquainted with you or your cousin, you read 
with joy- of your unexceptionable character, 
your remarkable ability, and your posrition 
as the hope of your country and perhaps of the 
world at the time of your, alas,'too early decease. 
There must be a certain grim joy, too,in having 
fooled the universe, or that portion of it which 
reads the American papers. People think you 
are dead. You know you are alive. You have 
perpetrated a practical joke by proxy. It may 
be that Hays meant to reward Lipscomb (who 
was one of the delegates Who nominated Hays 
for Congress) by giving him these pleasures, and 
that he therefore provided him with a first-class 
funeral notice. A man thus bereft of his bfe 
does not care, however, to stay dead long. If 
the world does not know he is still alive, the 
cream of the jest is lost. He is anxious to claim 
the standing given him by his death-notices. 
This claim rarely amounts to much, but the fact 
of his continued existence ia usually readily 
recognized. His unpaid bills are at once sent to 
himself instead of to his supposed executor; 
and thatisabout ali the difference it makes. 
But the luckless Lipscomb has had great difii- 
culty in recovering his life. The Republican 
press, having found his death a fruitful editorial 
topic, ie naturally indignant at his ill-timed 
resurrection, and refuses to recognize the un- 
palatable fact. Shall the columns of writing in 
which the untamed Ku-Kiux have pranced 
in black and white over Lipscomb’s 
mangled remaine be lost? Shall the oar- 
der to ‘Give the scenes of violence 
and bloodshed transpiring throughout the 
South ae great prominence as possible in your 
paper from this time until after the election” 
be negatived simply because the scenes failed to 
“transpire”? Forbid it! Lipscomb living is 
worthless in comparison to Lipscomb dead and 
served up with the proper garnishment of masks, 
torches, knives, blood, and midnight murder. 
So Lipscomb is rathlessly kept without hia life. 
Driven to despair, he fights fire with fire by 
using the newspapers to combas the newspapers.

THE FAMINE IN NEBRASKA. 

Death from starvation,—for the actual want 
of food,—within eighteen hours’ travel of Chica- 
go, and in the heart of the grain-growing region 
of the country, is something that should attract 
the attention of the public. Gen. Ord, com- 
manuding the Department of the Platte, and who 
is personally cognizant of the facts, addressed 
the Board of Trade yesterday, telling in plain 
aud direct terms the sad story of the destitution 
in Western Nebraska caused by the ravages of 
the grasshoppers. From the reports of his of- 
iicers on the ground and among these people, he 
has reliable information as to the actual condi- 
tion of affairs. He states that several cases of 
actual death of children have already taken 
place. Fathers have been compelled to abandon 
their families and seek work and food. In one 
house the corpse of a child was found that 
bad perished for want of food, and near it the 
mother prostrate and dying from the same cause. 
He states that in Boone, Greeley, Sberman, 
Howard, Buffalo, and alithe other counties 650 
miles west of the Missouri PRiver, two-thirds of 
the people are destitute of all the necessa- 
ries of life. They have neither clothing nor 
shoes ; and food is impossible to get. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen were appointed a committee to 
take steps for the relief of these poor people : 
Mesars. George Armour, L. Z. Leiter, George C. 
Walker, John L. Hancock, C. M. Henderson, 
John B. Drake, N. K. Fairbank, Edson Keith, 
W. M. Egan, and C. G. Cooley. 

These people want, in the first place, flour, 
meal, pork, or bacon for food; they want shoes, 
shawls, blankets, eoats, panialoons, and stock- 
ings. An appeal of this kind coming from 7,000 
men, women, and children, without food or cloth- 
ing, experiencing, through no fault of their own, 
the horrors of famine, certainly will not be un- 
heeded in this vast city. We trust that no pains 
will be spared to send the relief without delay, 
and in quantities sufficient to save life and pro- 
tect these people from the combined sufferings 
of the winter and of gaunt, cruel famine. 


A STORY OF CHARLES SUMNER. 

The November number of Scribner has an ar- 
ticle on Senator Sumner’s pictures and engrav- 
ings. which contains a story that deserves a 
wider circulation than a magazine can command, 
Over the dining-room mantel of the Washing- 
ton house hung  Tintoretto’s ‘Miracle 
of St. Mark.” It is supposed to be the 
study from which Tintoretto painted the 
great picture which is at Venice. The wife of 
a Massachusetts Congressman once said: ‘* That 
painting made Charlies Sumner Senator!” The 
saying was notas wild hyperbole as it seems. The 
speech which made Sumner’s poiitical fortunes 
was that on *‘ Our Immediate Anti-Slavery Du- 
tier,” which be delivered at Faneuil Hall, Nov. 
6, 1850. By it, he placed himself at the head of 
the Anti-Slavery party, cutting loose from the 
political ties between himself and the blue 
plood of Boston. Massachusetts repaid bim with 
the Senatorehip. Judge Jay called this speech 
“the greatest effort of the kind in the En- 
glish language.” Its gist lay im these words: 
“There is a legend of the Church atill living 
on the admired canvas of a Venetian artist, that 
St. Mark, descending from the skies with head- 
long fury into the public square, broke the man- 
acles of a slave in the presence of the very 
Judge who had decreed his fate. This ie known 
as ‘ The Miracle of the Slavo,’ and grandly has 
art illumined the scene! Should Massachusetts 
hereafter, in an evil hour, be desecrated by any 
such decree, may the good Evangelist once more 
descend with valiant arm to break the manacle 
of the slave.” Sumver had seen and studied 
the painting during his life in Europe. He made 
his recollection of it thecrowning poimt of his 
speech. His description was quoted everywhere. 
It awoke a popular enthusiasm that gave him 
place and power. 

The day after the speech, some one sent him 
an engraving of the picture. When Brooks’ 
cowardly blow sent him abroad for the second 
time, he bought in Paris the study by Tintoretto, 
which hung till the sale of his household effects 
over bis dining-room mantel. His will gaveit to 
Josnua B. Smith, the colored member of tho 
Massachusetts Legislature who did so much to 
bave the resolution of censure rescinded, and 
who was sent by Massachusetts to carry the 
glad newsto the Senator. It is now in Mr. 
Smith’s possession. He may well prize it as a 
picture with a history.

In his experience most dying 
people's ninds wander, especially if they die of 
exhaustion, Might she not have thougit she 
was giving testimdhy in a court ? 

Judge Aldridge (very decidedly)—-I tell yon, 
sir, her mind was perfectly clear, and I am as 
certain as 1am that you are sitting there that 
she knew she was on her dying bed. 

The Moderator (hastily )}—That’s all, Judge. 

MRS. ETHELINDA MILLER, 
a black-eyed, sharp-featured lady, tastefully 
dressedin black silk, wita black hat and plumes, 
then gave Ler testimony. 

In answer to questions from Dr. Imbria, of the 
prosecution, 

She said she attended the Prospect Avenue Church, 
though nota member of the ‘church, She was Miss 
Pomeroy’s cousin by marriage. Mires Pomeroy bad 
lived with her about eight vears, and she knew uer in- 
timaely. She was mild, of even disposition, and of 
good character in every way. She was truth/iui, and 
she had never caught her ina lie uutil this trouble 
eame, She never asked her age uaitil last winter, 
when Mary suid she was 26. About two and a bali 
years ago Mr, Glendenning commenced visiting 
Mary Pomervy. At frst he came _ Saturday 
evenings to bring tbe hymns; abont four 
mouths later his visits became more frequent, 
and later, still more frequent—ase often as ihrea 
or four times a week, aud once he came five times 
in one week. In these visita he always asked for Miss 
Pomeroy. Mrv, Miller said she herself was not usual- 
ly present at tuese calls, though sa6 sometimes enter- 
tained him while Mary eat her tea. Sle had Known 
Glendenning tw stay as late asa quarter-past 12 and a 
quarter past 1 o’clock, und in the neighborhood of that 
hour frequentiy. It annoyed her and Mr, Miller. 
They did not think it mgbt. One night sbe could not 
sleep, and when Giendenning went looked at the 
clock and saw that it was aiter loclock, She had of- 


ten spoken to Mary about these late hours, and ex- | 


pressed her dissatisfaction, Lut had mever said any- 
thing about itto Glenacenning, When she reproved 
Mary sbe seemed embarrassed, and said she would 
speak to Glencenniag. 

Giendenning had given Miss Pomeroy a watch and 
chain, a locket and chain, a heavy plain gold ring, 4 
gold thimbie, sleeve-vuttons, cufis, aud coilar— 
prese.ts she (Mrs, Miller) considered valuable. She 
remembered that Mary received the watch about 
Christmas, and called it her Christmas present, She 
remembered distinctiy when Gilendenpning gave Mary 
the ring. Mary spoke of it as an engagement ring, 
Mary came to me one morning early before I was up, 
aud, sitting down on the side of the bed, showed me 
the ring which was on her finger. I said, ** I don’t sup- 
pose I need ask who gave you this?” Shesaid, * Air. 
Glendenning gave it to me.” I said, “ This looxs as if 
he meant business.” Mary answered, ‘‘He does 
mean business, He says he is going to speak to Cousin 
Smith about me.” Sbe looked the picture of happi- 
nese. 

Here Mrs. Miller was so affected she could 
with difficulty speak. She continued: 


I said, ** Mary, I think he will make you a good hue- 
band, but he will have ile best of the bargain, for you 
will make any man a good wife, especially a minister.” 
I never heard Mies Pomeroy use the word engaged, 
nevor heard her say “‘ I am engaged,” but she spoke as 
if she were cngaged—said the time wasn’t set; that 
Mr. Glendenning was waiting to settle some of lis 
business and then the time wonid be fixed. This was 
in May or June, 147°. Mary showed me the ring which 
had a Latin inscription inside. Glondenning had trans- 
lated the inscription for her; it meant “two hearts in 
ons.” Bome time in the winter! missed the ring 
from Mary’s finger and asked ber where it 
was, Mary said Gilendeuning had teken it 
to get their initials engraved in it, and she 
badn’t seen it since. I wus surprised, and said 
it was strange be did not return it, and asked her how 
long he had had it. She said: “* Quite a little time,” 
I never spoke to Glendenning about the ring or any of 
the other presents. We never taiked about the sub- 
ject in any way. Mary said to me one morning a fow 
weeks after Glendenuning gave ber the ring: “I am 
sorry you went to bed so early last night. Mr, Glen- 
denning wauted to talk to Cousin Smith.” I eaid: “I 
should be glad to have himdoso, Mr. Miller has beea 
going to speak to Mr. Giendeuning about something 
be nas beard that don’t sound very weil” Gienden- 
ning gave her the locket first, then the chain for it, 
then the ring; about Christmas the watch, and the 
spring following the large chain, and then the sleeve- 
buttons, 

When she showed me the buttons I said, “ Mary, I 
think Mr. Glendenning has given you quite enough 
presents. You know there’s many a slip ’twixt the cup 
and the lip, and if anything should come between you 
and Mr. Giendenning it would bea very trying thing 
to reatore these presents.” I don't know that she ever 
gave him any presents, except a case for shaving paper, 
marked with the letter “G.” Mary Pomeroy was the 
organist of this church, and received $100 a year for her 
services, She was a commupicant of this church, She 
never had any other gentiemen visitors. On July 13 I 
first knew of her pregnancy. I had suspected it two or 
three weeks before, I had noticed ber bad looxs, She 
had had a i y haggard, woe-begone expression 
for about six monthe. I hed often asked her what 
ailed her, was she sick? She would say, “‘ No, I was 
never better in my life,” and try to look bright and 

I was very much worried about her. The 34 of 
July, my Aunt Chrissy came to visit us, and 1 told her 
I dreadfully troubled and ae to teke her into

at her. She keeps aloof from the family. She knows 
you are here, and, though she hasn’t eeen you in 4 
year, you see she don’t come down,” I called Mary, 
and she came; appeared very awkward and ember- 
rassed, then made some excuse about seeing to the tea, 
and left the room. Aunt Chrissy said she was the 
most changed creature she ever saw, I said: ** Don’t 
breathe a word of this suspicion even to your husband, 
for it is a terrible thing to accuse her of anything 
wrong. I don’t accuse her of anything wrong, for I’m 
certain they ere married.” By “they” 1 meant she 
and Glendenning. 

On the morning of the 18th of July I came upon her 
suddenly, and I only had to look at her to make up my 
mind wat was the matier. She was sianding just 
where I could see her plainly, and had her clothes 
loosened, I went to New York that day thinking of 
nothing else. I wes very much excited. When I got 
home I told Mr, Milier 1 thonght Mary was pregnant. 
Lie said, **‘ My God, you doy’t think so.” I advised him 
to take Mr, Northrup into his confidence and advise 
with him. He went out and came back pretty soon, 
Mary was in at the next neighbor’s. When she came 
home I called ber inte my room; said that I wanted to 
talk with her, I told her she couldn” ‘ide her condi- 
tion from me, fhe turned white an. asked what I 
meant. I said, * 1 mean that,” I then asked her several 
times if it wastrue. She would not answer, but sat 
looking as if she were frozen. I then arked her if she 
was mnurried. She gasped out “ Yos.” lsaid, “ loam 
so glad; get your certificate.” Then she drooped 
across my knees, and I knew she was not marned, 
Miy husbaud came in and I said, *‘ Pa, she is noi mar- 
ried.” Mr. Miller then asked her if * Glendenning 
was the father of the child.” She said, “ Yes.” “ Will 
you swear to it 7” said be, and she anewered, “ Yes.” 
(Mr. Glendenning smiled ironically.) She never after 
alluded to any other man asthe father of her child, 
and never hesitated to say that Jobn 8. Giendenning 
was the father. I saw Glendenning the night he was 
arrested, I went into the parlor with him aione and 
said, “* I want you te marry Mary.” “ fo whom?” 
saidhe, “ To whom!” I replied, “To whom! To 
you, whe have riémed her!” He answered, “ No, im- 
deed, ma'am,” and tossed his head, ' never knew 
Giendenning to admit er deny being the father of the 
child. Lasked Mary about the paper which Glen- 
denning was said to have proving his ewn innocence 
and criminating others, She said that she 
had time aud time again said to Glendenning that she 
must tel her cousin of her econdstion;: she couldn’t 
live under it. He bad toid her not to tell, that he 
wouki settie all that. About four weeks before his ar- 
rest, she said to him one evening: * I must tell; it’s 
killing me.” He said. **‘ Don’t you tell,” 

He then arose to go, but stopped by the table and 
asked forink, She got some. He then told her to eit 
aown and write as he dictated, and commenced to dic- 
tate. She said she couldn't write that; it wasn’t true. 
He said, *“* Mary, I’ve got into a bad scrape, and you’ve 
got to help me out.” “*Me?” “ Yea, you. I've got to 
get out on account of the Church, and the Presbytery, 
and the Synod; and there’s my mother and sisters, It 
will kilithem if they find it out.” And she asked, 
“But what of me’ What’s to become of me?” 
Glendenning told her he would stand by her, but she 
must clear him, 

Here Mr. Glendenning indulged in one of his 
indescribable smiles, and Mra. Miller, half rising 
from her seat, exclaimed : 

“Sir, I don’t see anything to laugh at!” 

**Sub-h-u-h,” exclaimed the clergymen, the 
Moderator thumped his desk, and the audienoe 
expected a scene. Even the smiling Mr. Glen- 
deimming looked disturbed. 

Mrs. Miller continued : 

Mary told him she couldn't write that. 
“You muel,.” She saki she coulin’t, 
please, then,” said he, drawing a pistol, 
me thatsbe satirembling in ber seat. Everyining 
turned black before her, Then she wrote a few lines 
and signed them, She said that for the life of her she 
couki not tell what she wrote, but there were no 
names, If there are names in the paper implicating 
any one, be put them there himseif, Mary confessed 
to me that Giendenning seduced her on the 4th of 
July, 1873, in our back parlor. ‘She told me tat she 
destroyed all Giendenning’s letters to her about as fast 
as she received them, I said that was strange, and 
asked her why she did so, She answered that he had 
told her it was better to do so, and then no one would 
gee them, He told ber he burned ber letters. 

After the birth of the child, I went to the Asylum in 
Clinton plece, New York, to see about getting the 
child nursed, I had not the slightest idea of finding 
out anything about Giendenning. I talked with Dr. 
Hubbard about the case. He had read of it in the 
papers. He asked about the father. I deacribed Glen- 
denning. Said he was athickset man, with a thick 
neck, and—here 1 hesitated-—-“‘ and black hair and 
eyes, and smooth face?” said the Doctor. “ That’s 

sakl I, The Doctor then said it 
struck him that such a man bad been to the Asylum 
about six weeks before to get a girl in there, and he 
told me to go to the Matron, who knew 
more about{jit. I said: © Doctor, is it possi- 
ble that 1 have stumbled in here to get 
* It looks so,” said the Doctor. The Fri- 
day after Mary’s death 1 went again to the Asylum and 
saw the Matron, Talking about the water to her, I 
said: ‘Dr, Hubbard thinks that very young man was 
here to get a girl into the Asslum,.” Shessid: “I re- 
member a mean coming who answered the description.” 
(I had not described lfm to her.) ** He acted strange, 
was agitated, and did not want to go into the reception- 
room, but wanted to talk with me in the hail, I think 
I could recognize his picture.” I took his picture out 
of my pocket and the Matron said: 

** Yes, the very man;” and she told me to come the 
next day and she would identify the picture before the 
doctors, I went again to the Asylum, and Dr. Hub- 
bard said he had heard what the Matron had eaid, 
and he had told ber to be careful, for she might have 
to swear w it. He then looked ai the picture and 
said that he couldn't say that he had seen the man 
betore, 

Very often during her sickness Mary referred to 
Glendenniug as the father of the child, One night she 
called me up at 3 o'clock, said she was troubled, and

Destroying Angels. 
Correspondense of the Indtvanapolis Sentinel, 

BLoomInGTon, ind., Oct. 20.—David Jacobs, 
the man who had the difficulty with Nelson a few 
weeks ago, was shot dead in the road about 6

Two of his neighbors, Philip Bond and 
William Hays, were in company with him 
at the time. The testimony of Bond is, 
that the three left town together before sundown, 
and proceeded quietly along conversing until 
they reached the residence of William Jacobs, 
David’s brother, when William called to David 
end asked him if he was going to town again in 
the morning. David amuswered “* Yes,” and 
turned his horse back to speak with William. He 
and Bond rode on talking, and had passed the 
rexidence of John Knight about a half-mile, and 
arrived at a alight bend in the road, where there 
is @ small thicket, when two strange men 
jumped in front of them, commanded them 
to halt, and with cocked revolvers at their heads, 
compelled them to follow some 80 steps into the 
thicket where they were being guarded, when 
David Jacobs, who was gailoping after in order 
to overtake them, ana had arrived within a sbort 
distance, was fired upon and lilledjby unseen 

varties. ‘he men guarding them immediately 
eft them, and the firing party came galloping 
past, oxciaimipg, ‘‘Go’ backs, G— d—n you, 
and tell them heis dead.”

The ball had entered his mouth, pass- 
ing upward into the brain.

Nothing was elicited before the Coro- 
ners jury to identify the parties who did the 
killing, and it returned a verdict accordingly.

Different 
opinions are expressed about the affair, but the 
prevailing one is that it was the work of the Vig- 
ants, as a large body of strange men arw re- 
ported to have been seen in the neighborhood at 
the time.

Wasainoton, D. C., Oct. 22.—A last despe®aie 
effort has been made to save the ring-couspir- 
ators charged with the safe-burglary. United 
States Marshal Slarpe, the President’s brother- 
in-law, has taken a hand this time, and so far 
proves a much more efficient friend than any one 
else, not even excepting his august relative, who 
vindicated Boss Shepherd by nominating 
him to the Senate for District Com- 
miseiover after be had been removed 
from the office of Governor for cause. 
In makiog up the list of talesmen, Sharpe 
summoned those who are, and have 
been, the peculias fricuds of the 
ring, and the result is that the 
jury formed to-day is composed of nine men 
who were either in the employ of the Board of 
Public Works or coutractors under the Board, 
or hand-in-glove intamates of Shepherd and Har- 
rington, prominent members of the Washington 
Club, which was instituted by and maintained 
by the Board and their favorites, and three men 
who seem so far to have had po connection with 
the defunct ring. Of these three, two are said 
to be weak men, especially liable from their cir- 
cumstances to be influenced by the friends of the 
aceused. One only is held to be a firm 
man, who will stand out against the biandish- 
ments of the ring, and who cannot be seduced 
from his convictions by influences of any sort. 
He peremptorily refused to permit the counsel 
for the prosecution any challenges whatever, and 
80 we are to have the ring tried by their own 
friends, allies, employes, and favorite contract- 
ors. The Harrington crowd are jubilant, and, 
in view of their packed jury, confidently and 
triumphaotly predict a verdict of acquittal. No 
chance was allowed the prosecation, In 
some cases they asked questions aud 
insisted by argument, but the ruling 
of the Court was agsinst them,

They presented a fine 
appearance as they shot forward, and re- 
ceived loud cheers as _ they passed the 
groups of spectators along the course. 
The race was won by Mr. Kennedy, of °75, Shef- 
field Scientitic School, although he was con- 
siderably in the rear passing the point going up, 
—evidently saving his strength. He turned the 
stake, however, abead, six minutes after stajyt- 
ing, and led the race by several rods for most of 
the distance on the return.

ef the Citizens’ Association and the Fire Board 
in connection with the securing of Gen. Shaler’s 
‘How well he succeeded will be shown 

in the following interviews with a prominent 
member of each body. The first gentleman in- 


terviewed was 
MR. L. Z. LEITEB, 

a jeading member of the Citizens’ Association, 
@bo was quite communicative on the subject, as 


follows: 

Mr. Leiter, please let me know 
what wae the cause of the Citizens’ Association 
declining to act further with the Fire Board in 

Gen. Shaler to this city. 

Mr. Leiter—The fact of the matter is, that 
the Association has become tired of tbe Board's 
double-dealng. When firet the subject was 
mentioned to the Board, they seemed to be quite 
anxious to co-operate with us. Commissioner 
Ayars, who was present, expressed a willingness 
#0 resign in order to make a place for Gen. 
tnaser, and the Board seemed to coincide with 
his idea. Ayars changed his mind, however, 


subsequently. 
ae aia But in the conference between the 
and the Association was it not agreed 
upon that the Board should pass certain resolu- 
- tions in regard to calling in Gen. Shaler’s as- 
sistance to reorganize the Fire Depastment on a 
more efficient basis ? 

Mr. Leiter—Yes; during®the conferences— 
there were three of them—between the two 
bodies, the Board seemed always willing to 
further designs of the Association, and res- 
olutions were framed accordingly, which received 
the full approbation of the Association. These 
resolutions were, however, invariably . changed 
afterwards so that their original meaning was 
entirely lost. 

Reporter—That was very fickle conduct. 

Mr. Leiter—Whenever the Board was confer- 
ring with the Association, ite members even went 
further than our members in desiring the pres- 
ence of Gen. Shaler. but then Mr. Mark Sheri- 
dan, on after consideration, invariably iramed 
the resolutions to suit himself. I tell you this 
Mark Sheridan is a crafty customer,—the crafti- 
est I ever met in my life. When I first talked 
with him, I felt that he would willingly aid the 
Association in 1ts operations ; he coincided with 
all my views, and I left his presence much grati- 
fied with the result of my interview wita him. 
I soon learned that his coincidence with my 
ideas was but simulated, and now! am of the 
opinion that this gentle-voiced, meek-mannered 
Mark Sheridan is, without exception, the deep- 
est, craftiest man I ever met in my life. From 
the frequency with which the Board failed to 
keep the promises made to the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, we felt that, even if Gen. Shaler were 
brought to the city, the Board would render all 
his efforts at ameliorating our condition unayail- 
ing. They have no feeling of good-will towards 
his coming, and, as long as things are thus, there 
is no use of employing the General. 

The reporter then called upon 

- MR, MARK SHERIDAN, 

the President of the Board. That gentleman 
had but little to say about the matter. The re- 
porter wanted to see the letter which the Asso- 
ciation had sent to the Board, and the President 
of the Board went to the City Attorney, who had 
it-im his possession, in order to show it to bim. 
This the City Attorney would not do, fairly 
trembling with emotion when the President

The following is a summary of the annual re- 
port of the Chicago Athenzum : 
The field occupied by the Society is that (oth-

ial reference being had to the welfare of the 
young people of the city, especially those with- 
out home influences and associations. 
The agencies employed are a reading-room, 
library, chess-room, gymnasium, evening classes, 
lecture-course, sociables, and entertainments. 
PATRONAGE. 
All departments of the work have been well 
patronized and sustained in the past year, though 
the attendance upon the reading-room and li- 
brarv has been somewhat dimmished since the 
opening of the free Public Library and Reading- 
Room in the immediate vicinity of the Athenw- 
um. 
CHESS. 
Arrangements were in May last perfected with 
the Chicago Chess Club by which # was furnish- 
edaroom withthe Atheneum on terms which 
make the privileges of the Chess Club and 
Atheneum reciprocally open to members of both 
organizations. 
THE GYMNASIUM AND HEATH-LIFTS 
are largely patronized by the young men of the 
city, and to some extent by business and pro- 
fessional men, affording the opportunities >f ob- 
taining proper exercise and muscular develap- 
ment of great value. 
THE EVENING CLASS-INSTRUCTION 
has become one of the most important features 
of the work of the Society. During tho vear 
classes were maintained for periods averaging 
from twenty to forty weeks, in German, French, 
English literature, phonography, botany, 
astronomy, vocal music, and Spanish. 
The aggregate class-membershi) was 410, with 
an average weekly attendance of 260. 
The free lecture-course opened in December, 
and was continued till May with an average at- 
tendance of over 200. 
Sociables for members and their friends were 
held monthly, and formed one of the pieasantest 
features of tbe work of the Society. ‘The aver- 
age attendance was about 200. 
CHANGE OF NAME. 
In May last the name of the Society was 
changed from the ** Chicago Christian Union” 
to the Chicago Athenwum. ‘The reasoas which 
induced this change were that the similarity in 
name to other institutions organized for differ- 
ent purposes led to great miscOfiception in the 
minds of the public in regard to the objects and 
purposes of the Society. 
RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 
The total receipts for the year ending Sept. 30 
were $14,182.15; total expenditurés, $14,112.80 ; 
balance on hand Sept. 10, #65,77. Of the amount 
received, $3,241.10 was from loans obtained by the 
Society, and of the amount expended $4,369.46 
was in payment of loans and outstanding in- 
debtedness. The balance of expenditures, 
amounting to #0.743.34, was on account of cur- 
rent expeoses. 
ORGANIZATION OF THE WORK FOR THE COMING 


YEAR. 
The fall term of the evening classes opened in 
the week commencing Sept. 28. Classes were 
then formed in German, French, English litera- 
ture, phonography, méchavical and object draw- 
ing, vocal music, elocution, and Spanish. Pres- 
ent class-membership is 383. Additional classes 
are now in process of formation. Instruction 
upon the piano is given Wednesday and Satur- 
day of each week. 
The Society has been fortunate in securing the 
services of competent and experienced teachers, 
and it is believed that the instruction furnished 
is as thorough and efficieat as can be secured 
anywhere else in the city. 
Sociables are held on every alternate Thursday 
evening, instead of monthly, as last vear. Their 
conduct and management isin the hends of a 
committee of the members. 
The free lecture-course opened Oct. 11, and 
will be continued till May. Tuo lectures are of 
ahigh order, embracing a wide range of sub- 
jects, many of which are of an eminently practi- 
cal character. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The present membership of the Society is 
1,227. At noiime in the history of the Society 
nave the additions to membership been greater 
than in the past two months, giving promise that 
the time is not far distant in the future when a 
membership will be reached which will render 
the Society self-supporting even at the low rate 
at which its privileges are now furvished. The 
membership, with privileges, is of three classes, 
viz." Annual, by the payment of £1; subscription, 
by the payment of $15; contributory, by the pay- 
ment of #10. The #i0 membership entitles one 
to ail the privileges of the Society, including the 
gymnasium, health-lifte, Caess-Club, evening 
classee, lecture-course, eociables, and library. 

THANKS. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made of services 
performed and aid rendered by those who lec- 
tured in the free course ; those teachers whose 
services in the evening classes were cratuitous ; 
the daily press of tune city for publication of 
weekly announcements, as wel! as for frequent 
friendly mention of thelworxjof the Society; and, 
last but not least, those noble and generous 
women who organized and carried on a series of 
ianches in aid of the depleted treasury of the 
Society at the close of last winter.

THE OUTLOOK. 

At no time in the history of the Society has 
its work appeared more bopeful than at the 
present time, and, though the meeting of its 
expenses for the coming year is still a question 
of serious moment, the Board feels confident 
that, in view of the past work accomplished, and 
that now being done, the business men of Chi- 
cago will not suffer the Societv to lack for needed 
support.

RAILROAD NEWS. 
ABOLISHING COMMISSIONS. 

The Western Bureau of Railroad Commission- 

ers bas just issued the following General Order: 


From and after the lst day of November next, no 
officer, agent, employe, or other person, on the part of 
any railroad company, party to this contract, or any 


fast-freight line operating over such road or roads, | 
| shall either pay or receive any commission, drawback, 
| rebate, or other consideration, for the sale of tickets 


or for the transportation of |treight, loading of cars, or 
for their influence in directing any business to or from 
any railroad. . 

This rule is not to affect the practice of any railroad 
Which pays its agents or employes by giving them 
a commission on sale of tickets over its own road 
alone. 

Each railroad company is hereby directed to issue a 


peremptory order to all ite agent&’ and employes, pro- | 


hibiting the giving or receiving of any. commussions, 
&c., in violation of this rule, and notifying them that 
immediate discharge will foliow a4 violation; and that 
all sellers of tickets require the passengers to sclect 
their own route. @ 

No railway line shall accept of or take up orders 
for tickets issued by any steamship company after 
the first (lst) day of November, 1874, except at full 
rates, 

Tickets shall be withdrawn from all steamship lines 
bv ordera issued immediately. 

This apples to hast-bound business only,

As will be seen by the above circular, agents 
and employes of the roads that aro parties to the 
agreement ate prohibited from giving or re- 
ceiving any commissions, etc. How rigidly this 
rule is observed can best be seen by the fact that 
the scalpers in this city have received letters 
from various General Ticket Agents of roads 
that are parties to the Saratoga agreement and 
come under the above rule tbat they were pro- 
hibited from paying any more commissions, but 
if they (the scalpers) would keep a strict ac- 
count of all the tickets sold over their road, and 
send them a statement of the same, a sum equal 
to Mae amount of commission would be left for 
them at any convenient point that they might 
designate. — 

Tne Chicago roads, as has been previously 
stated, are not parties to the agreement, aud 
copsequenily continue to pay commissions as 
heretofore, but the agents of the Eastern roads 
that are parties to the agreement are prolubited 
from receiving such commissions on penalty of 
being immediately discharged. But this difli- 
culty is also easily overcome. A certain General 
Ticket Agent in this city sent a draft for commis- 
sions to one of those Eastern agents, but the 
draft was returned again with a note saying 
that it was rather dangerous to receive a drait, 
as that would have to be exchapged in a 
bank. If, however, that money was sent by 
Post-Office order or registered letter, without 
saying what the money was for, or compelling 
him to sign a voucher, it would be thankfully re- 
ceived. But these are not the only instances 
showing how the provisions of the above gen- 
eral order can be avoided. For example, some 
of the General Ticket Agents make occasional 


Louis was authorized by the Senate to loan its 
credit by the issue of bonds to the amount of 
8700,000 to the Company, under obligation that 
it provide for interest as it accrued, and the prin- 
cipal at maturity. At the completion of the 
road the Company found itself in such 
embarrassed financial condition that it was 
unable to pay the interest on the State debt, and 
it became necessary for the State to take some 
action upon the Company's default in the pay- 
ment of interest. The State therefore passed 
an act providing for the sale of the Pacific Road, 
and to foreclose the State’s hen thereon. The 
Company, upon the settlement of the State lien, 
made a mortgage to the complainants as Trustees 
for $7,000,000 of bonds. These bonds were all 
negotiated and the proceeds applied to the 
objects and the bonds were taken in good faith. 

The Company has since made a second mort- 
gage, dated July 1, 1871, for $3,000,000, negoti- 
ated all the bonds under the game, and applied 
the proceeds of the same to the improvement of 
that road. The company have also purchased 
railroad depot property in the Oity of St. Louis, 
and to provide for the purchase money issued 
bonds for $800,000, secured by mortgage 
on such lands. Subsequent to said mortgage for 
$3,000,000, March 31, 1873, the General Assem- 
bly of Missouri passed a joint resolution, pur- 
porting to be based upon “grave doubts as to 
the constitutionality” of the transaction with 
the Pacific Railroad Com any under the act of 
March 31, 1868, because of aclause in the new 
Constitution of Missouri providing that “the 
General Assembly shall have no power to release 
the lien heid by the State on any railiroad.’’ 

This resolution instructs the Attorney General 
to institute suits for the purpose of testing the 
constitutionality of the said law, and protecting 
the interests of the State, *‘ and to enforce any 
and all rights, interests, or claims of the State 
against the Pacific Railroad.” Tnoder 
this supposed authority, the defendants, Wood- 
son, Governor, and Ewing, Attorney General, 
were proceeding (without suit) to advertise and 
sell the road of the Company, in execution of 
the original lien of the State, as if the act of 
March 31, 1868, and the transactions under the 
same, were mere nulilities, and asif the new 
rights and liens, under the subsequent mortgages 
put upon the property, were not in existence, 
The complainants, representing these new rights 
and interests in behalf of the bondholders, 
filed their bill in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Western District of Mis- 
souri to restrain the threatened gale. pre- 
liminary injunction was granted, which was 
maintained at the hearing. From this decree an 
appeal was brought to the Supreme Court, and 
the question presented for consideration by the 
Court is of the validity of tho transaction by 
which the Pacific Railroad Company and the 
State of Missouri satisfied the lien of the State 
in conformity to and by the authority of the fifth 
section of the act of March 31, 1868. 

SIRBANGE RUMORS IN WALL STREET. 

The New York Tribune of the 2ist says: 

Several stories were repeated among the knowing 
ones in Wall street yesterday, and caused considerable 
Giscussion. 
Commodore Vanderbilt had sold to Daniel Drew the 
privilege of delivering 50,000 shares of Lake Shore 
stock at 75 during a period of thirty days. This was 
regarded by the ** bulls ” as a guarantee that the price 
of the stock would be kept above that fgure. As no 
official information is obtainable in relation to the 
matter, and as the transaction is one entirely at vari- 
ance with the course of the Commodore during recent 
years, the 7'ribune gives the storv for what it is worth, 

Next in importance was the announcement that the 
Erie Railway Company had obtained another loan in 
London, The amount of the loan was variously stated 
to be from $5,000,000 to $6,000,009. The conditions un- 
der which the loan was raised were reported to be very 
unfavorable to the Company. It was asserted that 
John A, C, Gray, an Erie Director representing the 
Company in London, had been obliged to place the 
loan at 60 per cent sterling, which wouid net about 64 
in currency. With a view to ascertaining what the 
facts were, inquiry was made of an Erie Director, who 
stated that he did not know the details of the negotia- 
tions, nor, indeed, anything beyond the fact that Mr. 
Gray had begun to remit the day previous, his first re 
mittance amounting to £100,000, or $500,000, 

Another etatement in circulation is to the effect that 
Mr. Gray went abroad to negotiate a second mortgage 
of $10,000,000 upon the Buffalo, New York & Erie 
Railway, recently acquired by the Erie. Inquiry of 
the Erie Director first referred to elicited the statement 
that he knew nothing of the matter, A former Erie 
Director, who is friendly tothe present administration, 
and is familier with the management of the Company’s 
affaira, said that he had heard something of the matter, 
but did not know sutiicient to impart authentic infor~ 
mation. 

EQUALIZATION OF TAXES. 

The New York World says : 

The railroads operating in Missouri have raised sev- 
eral interesting questions concerning the right of the 
State Board of Equalization to assess them for taxes. 
The Atlantic & Pacific and Missouri Pacifie Roads 
claim that, under the charter of 1852, they are exempt 
from ali county and municipal taxes, It regard to 
State taxes they claim that their charters prescribe the 
manner in which they shall be assessed and taxed, and 
that they are not subjectto assessment by the State 
Board of Equalization. The Iron Mountain Road and 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Road claim that the as— 
acesments are excessive, while the Chicago & South- 
western Koad complains that it ia assessed 
with all the rolling stock belonging to the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Road, The defence 
of the State against the petition of the two first- 
named roads seta forth that the exemption mentioned 
in the charter of 1852 expired with the completion of 
the roads; and further, that it did not pass to the 
present owners, In regard to the allegod erroneous 
assessments by the Board of Equilization, the defense 
claims that an injunction is not the proper remedy, 
and that the Federal Courts have no right to restrain 
the State from collecting its revenues, The aggregate 
amount of State and county taxes in controversy is 
about $5,000,000. The applications for a temporary 
injunction restraining the collection of the amounts 
assessed to tbe several roads were recently heard by 
Judge Dillon, and a decision is expected at the 
September term ef the United States Court at St, 
Louis, ° 

THE POTTER LAW. 

President Albert Keep, of the Northwestern 
Railroad Company, received a letter from Wash- 
ington, yesterday, informing him that a motion 
had been made before the Supreme Court of the 
United States to advance their case in regard to 
the constitutionality of the Potter law on the 
docket of the court to Dec. 10, 1874. A decision 
on this motion has not yet been given. 

THE PEORIA & ROCK ISLAND ROAD. 
Npeciad Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 22.—At a meeting in this city 
to-day of the first-mortgage bondholders of the 
Peoria & Rock Isiand Railroad, a committee. 
previously appointed, reported on the affairs of 
the Company. The report presented a plan 
of reorganization, by which the bondholders 
have the appointment of an additional Trustee, 
and the road ia to run under the direction of an 
Advisory Committee for the benefit of the bond- 
holders, who are to acquire peaceable possession 
of the road should the Company not reinstate 
their aftairs in the course of two years anda 
half. The report was adopted.
